WHOLESALE PRICES IN JULY

of commodities specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials, classified 
according to stage of manufacture, and (b) building materials. All the commodities included in (a) and (6) are also included 
in their appropriate commodity groups (V-XI). In cases where the Government buys a commodity at one price and resells 
it at a lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the subsidised price is the one used for the index.

Wholesale prices, as measured by the Board of Trade 
index number, were 0-5 per cent. higher in July than in 
June. The food index, which had been relatively stable 
for a considerable period, rose by 0-8 per cent. as a result 
of a seasonal rise in the price recorded for potatoes ; and 
that for industrial materials and manufactures rose by 
0-3 per cent. The aggregate increases since the outbreak 
of war were: General index 56 per cent., food prices 62 per 
cent., and industrial materials and manufactures 53 per 
cent. 

The re-grouped data, in which the prices of industrial 
materials and manufactures (except fuel) are classified 
according to the stage of completion reached by the pro- 
ducts concerned, showed an increase in July as compared 
with June of 0-4 per cent. for basic materials and a slight 
increase (0-1 per cent.) for both intermediate products and 
manufactured articles; increases in comparison with 
August 1939, were 78, 59 and 37 per cent., respectively. 
Prices of building materials were 4 per cent. higher in 
July than in June, the increase since the outbreak of war 
being 35 per cent. 


Food and Tobacco.—The rise in July of about 14 per cent. 
shown by the cereals group index was due to higher prices 
for barley, the increases being 5 per cent. for malting 
barley and 4} per cent. for the Gazette average. The 
decrease of nearly 3 per cent. recorded by the index for 








the meat, fish and eggs group was mainly due to lower 
prices for fish ; the control prices for wet fish (cod, haddock 
and plaice), in force from 30 June, were nearly 40 per cent. 
lower than the preceding monthly average, while the price 
of herrings showed a fall of about 13 per cent. English 
eggs were about 5} per cent. cheaper. In the other food 
group the rise of about 3 per cent. was due to the higher 
monthly average price of potatoes (26 per cent.), an advance 
in the contract price of milk (12 per cent.) and the rise in 
the controlled price for oranges (25 per cent. as from 
14 July). The controlled price of tomatoes was lowered by 
104 per cent. on 14 July. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Movements in 
the group index numbers were small in July, the largest 
(an increase of nearly 1 per cent.) being in respect of 
chemicals and oils. The price of fuel oil was advanced 
14d. per gallon (16} per cent.) on 9 July and that of burning 
oil 3d. per gallon (7 per cent.) on 8 July ; among the chemicals 
included there were increases at various dates in the month 
for iron sulphate (10} per cent.) and aniline oil (5} per 
cent.), and decreases for superphosphates (17 per cent.) 
and sulphate of ammonia (6 per cent.), but these commodi- 
ties are only fractionally weighted in the index. The price 
of South Wales steam coal was advanced by 10d. per ton 
(24 per cent.) on 19 July. There were no changes in the 
iron and steel quotations, while tin prices were on the 
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average about 14 per cent. lower. The small rises shown by 
the group index numbers for cotton and wool were due to 
rises in the latterZhalf of June, while among “ other 
textiles ” jute was dearer (5} per cent.) and raw silk cheaper 
(24 per cent). In the miscellaneous group there were 
increases for ballast (12 per cent.), goat skins (34 per cent.) 
and tiles (24 per cent.) ; imported hides (Americanos) were 
about 3 per cent. dearer, but Frigorificos were about 14 per 
cent. cheaper.

EXPORT CONTROL: PRE-ENTRY 


EXTENSION OF EXEMPTION FROM REQUIREMENT 
OF PRE-ENTRY TO CONSIGNMENTS OF CERTAIN 
GOODS TO BRITISH WEST INDIES 


The Commissioners of Customs and Excise give notice 
that the pre-war Customs procedure will, in future, apply 
to goods for which an export:licence is not required (other 
than unaccompanied baggage and proprietary medicines 
exported to the British West Indies) provided that the 
proper Customs export entry contains in addition to the 
normal requirements the name and address of both con- 
signor and consignee of the goods. The British West Indies 
include :— 

Bahamas; Barbados; Bermuda; Jamaica (including 
Turks and Caicos Islands and the Cayman Islands) ; 
Leeward Islands, viz: Antigua, Dominica, Montserrat, 





St. Christopher and Nevis, Virgin Islands (British) ; 
Trinidad and Tobago; and Windward Islands, viz. : 
Grenada, St. Lucia, St. Vincent. 

Exporters and others concerned should note that these 
Colonies and, in addition, British Guiana and British 
Honduras (to which the above concession already applies) 
will not in future permit transhipment or re-export, to 
countries to which Regulation 5B of the Defence (Finance) 
Regulations applies, of goods shipped from the United 
Kingdom, unless evidence is produced to them that the 
Form C.D.3 has been lodged at the port of exportation in 
this country. Where such evidence is required an extra 
copy of page 1 of the form should be presented to the 
Customs for certification before shipment and forwarded 
to the local agent in the Colony. Arrangements by cable 
may be authorised in exceptional circumstances. 


EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 26) ORDER, 
1941 


Jute Fasrics: Sirk YARNS AND MANUFACTURES 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 26) Order, 1941 (8. R. & O. 1941, No. 1186, 
price ld.), which comes into force on 21 August. 

Under the terms of this Order the existing provisions 
with respect to fabrics wholly or mainly of jute are extended 
to cover such fabrics wholly or partly of jute. It is also 
made clear that the prohibition on silk yarns covers yarns 
containing 5 per cent. or more by weight of silk. In addi-

tion, all manufactures containing 5 per cent. or more by 
weight of silk including tissue, mulberry silk fabric, tape 
and cord of descriptions not previously covered by the 
Export Control List, now become subject to export licensing 
control for all destinations abroad.

GENERAL LICENCE FOR Macuine Toot Users 


Under 8. R. & O. 1941, No. 1164 (price 1d.) dated 
6 August 1941, a General Licence is issued permitting the 
supply of electrical machinery and plant of the kind 
specified in Class 53 of the Schedule to the Machinery, 
Plant and Appliances (Control) No. 4 Order, 1941 (see the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” of 2 August 1941, page 63), 
when sueh machinery or plant is to be used in connection 
with or as part of a machine tool. 


COTTON CONTROL 


ALLOCATION OF COTTON SUPPLIES: 
FOR YARN DELIVERY 


A new system has been introduced for allocating supplies 
of yarn to the various types of demand. The Materials 
Committee of the Production Executive has decided the 
amount of raw material to be used for each purpose and 
the Cotton Control will license delivery or consumption of 
yarn needed for approved orders within these allocations. 
The present Preference Directions system will be dis- 
continued. 

Under the Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 23) Order 


(S. R. & O. 1941, No. 1174), which came into force on 11 August, 
the delivery of yarn spun from raw cotton, waste or rayon 


LICENCES 
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staple fibre will in future be licensed only against approved 
orders. The use of yarn produced for their own consumption 
by spinner-manufacturers or spinner-doublers will also be 
subject to licence. Approval will be based on certificates issued 
by Government Departments, by organisations appointed for 
the purpose in the case of certain consuming industries, or by 
the Cotton Control. . 

In order to avoid interruption of work on essential orders 
spinners will be licensed to continue deliveries against existing 
contracts, during the short period necessary to bring the new 
system into full operation. Temporary licences for this purpose 
are being prepared and spinners should not vary or suspend 
deliveries now being made until they receive definite instructions 
to do so from the Control. 

Besides bringing the demands upon the cotton industry into 
relation with the available material and productive capacity, 
the new procedure will be simpler and more expeditious than the 
Preference Directions system, since authorisation from the Con- 
trol will not be necessary at each stage between"fthe placing of a 
contract and the delivery of the yarn. 

A circular has been sent to firms in the industry giving a pre- 
liminary explanation of the new system. Spinners or manu- 
facturers who have not received a copy should apply to the 
Cotton Control, Blackfriars House, Parsonage, Manchester, 3. 


LICENCES FOR USE OF COTTON WASTE 


The Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 15) Order, 1940 
(S. R. & O. 1940 No. 2157, price 1d.), which made the use 
of cotton waste subject to licence, has been revoked and 
replaced by the Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 22) 
Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1118, price 1d.). This 
Order also makes the use of cotton waste subject to licence 
but defines cotton waste and the uses subject to licence. 


Under the No. 15 Order the use of cotton waste for the manu- 
facture of cleaning waste did not require a licence. This exemp- 
tion now disappears and manufacturers of cleaning waste will 
have to obtain a licence. 

No licence is required for cleaning, sorting and carding if 
carried out by a merchant in the ordinary course of his merchant- 
ing business. The Order does not apply to the process of dyeing 
and bleaching. For the purpose of the Order waste does not 
include any material in woven or knitted form, or material con- 
taining 5 per cent. or more of textile fibres other than cotton 
fibre. 


CONTROL OF WASTE SILK 


With a view to conserving supplies of waste silk, and 
ensuring that existing stocks are in future used only for 
essential purposes, the Minister of Supply has made the 
Control of Silk (No. 6) Order, 1941 (8S. R. & O. 1941 No. 
1165, price 1d.), which came into force on 7 August. 

This Order applies to waste silk all measures of control to 
which raw silk has been subject since October 1940—-that is, in 
future no waste silk may be acquired, disposed of, or subjected 
to any process except by virtue of a licence granted by the Silk 
Controller. An exception. is made, however, in the case of waste 
silk required for the execution of outstanding Government 
contracts, provided that licences are duly applied for and 
granted in respect of such contracts before 21 August 1941. All 
enquiries should be addressed to the Silk Control, Ministry of 
Supply, Union Street Mill, Macclesfield. 


CONTROL OF CHROME, MAGNESITE, WOL- 
FRAM, DOLOMITE AND FOUNDRY BONDING 
MATERIALS 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Chrome, 
Magnesite and Wolfram (No. 2) Order and the Control of 
Foundry Bonding Materials (No. 1) Order (8. R. & O. 1941 
Nos. 1076 and 1077, price 1d. each). 


The Chrome, Magnesite and Wolfram (No. 2) Order make 
subject to licence the acquisition and disposal of‘ ‘Basic or neutra 
refractory material,” defined as including bricks, refractory 
cements and other refractory materials containing any compound 
of magnesium or chromium, other than those manufactured 
wholly from dolomite. 

The Foundry Bonding Materials Order subjects to licence the 
acquisition and disposal of Bentonite and Colbond, and Fullers’ 
Earth except for the following uses (Exempted under Direction 
No. 1 under the Order). 

Dyeing and processing of textiles. 

Oil purification, fat purification. 

Paint and pigment industry.

Paper or board making. 

Pharmaceutical preparations. 

In addition to the materials covered by the Chrome, Mag. 
nesite and Wolfram Orders and the Foundry Bonding Materials 
Order, the Chrome Controller will in future be responsible for the 
production and distribution of dolomite with a view to ensuring 
adequate supplies and the most advantageous use of the 
material. It is not considered necessary at the present time to 
regulate the sales of dolomite by licence.

The Minister of Supply has issued the Control of Molasses 
and Industrial Alcohol (No. 13) Order (S. R. & O. 1941 
No. 1142, price 1d.), varying the No. 11 Order (see the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 6 February 1941, page 80) 
and bringing under licence as from 7 August all molasses, 
however small the quantity. No licence will, however, be 
necessary for molasses used as food for stock where the 
consumer acquires less than 6 tons in all in any period of 
six months.

FERTILISERS IN NORTHERN IRELAND 


Under the Delegation of the Control of Fertilisers in 
Northern Ireland (Supply) (No. 1) Order, 1941 (price 1d.), 
issued by the Minister of Supply, powers are delegated to 
the Ministry of Agriculture for Northern Ireland to enable 
that Ministry to control the distribution and use of ferti- 
lisers in Northern Ireland. 


The new Order revokes the Control of Fertilisers (No. 8) 
Order, 1941 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 27 February 
1941, page 127), which dealt with the distribution of potash 
fertilisers in Northern Ireland, and amends the Control of 
Fertilisers (No. 12) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 909, price 
2d). (which was concerned with the distribution of fertilisers in 
the United Kingdom) by restricting its application to Great 
Britain. 


RATIONED GOODS LOST IN TRANSIT 


The Board of Trade announce that rationed goods lost 
in transit between the supplier and the customer are not 
regarded as ‘ supplied,” under the Consumer Rationing 
Order, 1941 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 5 June 
1941, page 365), if the supplier is under a legal obligation to 
replace them, free of charge. However, any goods delivered 
in replacement are to be regarded as “ supplied.” 


The supplier will hold for the account of his customer the 
appropriate number of coupons previously surrendered for the 
goods lost, and may therefore replace those goods without 
demanding further coupons. 

If the supplier is not under a legal obligation to replace the 
goods free of charge, then the goods lost in transit must be 
treated as supplied, and the customer must surrender further 
coupons to obtain replacements. 

The Board will consider applications from unregistered 
traders for the issue of coupons to them where the goods have 
been lost in transit :— 

(a) From the applicant to his customer in such circumstances 
that the applicant was required to replace them, free of 
charge, without the surrender of further coupons, or 

(b) to the applicant from his supplier in such circumstances 
that the applicant was required to surrender further 
coupons to obtain replacements. 


Applications should be made at the end of September, 
and thereafter at the end of each quarter, to the Assistant 
Secretary, Industries and Manufactures Department 2, 
Board of Trade, Granville Court, Bournemouth. Applica- 
tions should be supported by a schedule of the goods lost, 
giving quantities and coupon values, and any documentary 
evidence, including evidence of claims admitted by carriers 
and/or insurers, and receipts (if any) given by carriers or the 


Post Office. 
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COUPON EQUIVALENT FOR RATIONED 
GOODS 


Announcements have been made by the Board of Trade 
from time to time that certain persons, including members 
of His Majesty’s and Allied Forces, have been authorised 
to obtain supplies of certain rationed goods without the 
surrender of coupons on signing a declaration on a specified 
form. The attention of Traders is drawn to the fact that 
the use of the original signed document only can be admitted 
as a coupon equivalent and that a carbon duplicate is not 
acceptable. 


BEDDING TRADES COUPON COMMITTEE 


At the request of the Board of Trade, and by arrangement 
with the National Federation of Bedding and Allied Trades 
Ltd., a Bedding Trade Coupon Committee has been formed. 
The Secretary is Mr. R. 8S. Pike, 19/21, Hatton Garden, London, 
E.C.1. This Committee will allocate coupons required for ticking 
used in the manufacture of bedding in the United Kingdom and 
Northern Ireland. 

In order to obtain coupons from the Committee it is necessary 
to register with them. The registration fee is 10s. To expedite 
the issue of coupons for the first period ending 30 September, 
application for registration must be forwarded not later than 
22 August to the Secretary. Upon registration the official form 
of return will be forwarded. Coupons will be issued based on 
these returns and on the number of coupons issued to the Com- 
mittee by the Board of Trade. A charge of 6d. per 300 coupons 
is payable on allocation ; 300 coupons represent 150 square yards 
(ie. 3 coupons per linear yard 54/56 inches wide). 


RATIONING OF CLOTHING 
THE NEW CLOTHING CARDS 


The new Clothing Card containing 40 coupons, which complete 
the issue of 66 coupons for the ration year ending 31 May 1942, 
will be available at all Post Offices on and after. Tuesday, 19 
August. Of the 40 coupons 20 are marked with a cross as being 
available for use only after 31 December 1941. The name and 
address of the owner must be clearly written in block capitals 
on the Card as soon as it is received. : 

The Board of Trade wish to emphasise that there is no need to 
hasten the spending of the 26 margarine coupons, and it is hoped 
that there will be no rush to exchange the old Food Books for the 
new Clothing Cards at the Post Offices. The 26 margarine 
coupons are valid at least up to 31 May 1942. The economical 
shopper will, in fact, try to make then last until the autumn. As 
66 coupons a year average 54 a month, the 26 margarine coupons 
should last until October. 

When the 26 margarine coupons have been used, the new Card 
will be issued on surrender of the old empty Food Book at any 
Post Office. Unless the old Food Book is taken and handed in 
the new Card cannot be issued. If anyone has two or three 
coupons left and wants to buy something that requires a larger 
number of coupons, he may place the order with the shopkeeper, 
allow him to cut out the remaining coupons and ask him to hold 
the order until the new Card has been obtained, and the additional 
coupons can be provided. 

The public and shopkeepers are reminded that it is not 
permissible and is, in fact, illegal to offer loose coupons over the 
counter. The principle of Clothes Rationing is that everyone 
has an equal share and that the 66 coupons in Book and Card 
form are the personal allotment and share of the country’s 
clothing supplies given to each citizen. The use of coupons 
without the authentic’ possession of Book or Card jeopardises 
the system of rationing and should be regarded as an anti-social 
as well as an illegal act. 


COUPONS FOR BABIES’ CLOTHES 


When Clothes Rationing was introduced on 1 June, infants’ 
made-up garments of certain sizes roughly suitable for children 
under four were exempted (being already exempt from the 
Limitation of Supplies Orders) as a concession to expectant 
mothers. It became apparent, however, that this exemption 
did not adequately meet the needs of mothers. It was, therefore, 
arranged as from 5 August that an issue of 50 coupons should be 
made to every expectant mother against a certificate from the 
doctor or midwife booked to attend the confinement or from the 
Medical Officer at the Ante-Natal Clinic. These 50 coupons are

issued on application to the Infants’ Welfare Centre. They are 
in the form of strip tickets which will be replaced by proper 
Clothing Cards as soon as these are printed and distributed— 
probably some time towards the end of this month. 

The issue of 50 coupons to the expectant mother has necessi- 
tated the withdrawal from the coupon-free list of infants’ 
made-up garments. The coupon rating for infants’ garments 
will be found in the official advertisement appearing on 12 
August, on which day it took effect. 

It is pointed out that in addition to the expectant mother 
ration of 50 coupons, babies born and registered between now 
and the end of November will receive the ordinary civilian 
Clothing Card of 40 coupons. For babies born during the period 
of next December, January and February the issue will be 30 
coupons and for those,born during March, April and May 1942 
20 coupons. These issues will meet]the baby’s needs up to the 
end of the ration year on 31 May. In the next ration year the 
baby will receive the ordinary adult ration.
